The great powers, on the 
other hand, are faced with a situa- 
tion that if each state is given one 
member on a supreme court of na- 
tions, they might find themselves in 
the minority, although their inter- 
@sts might be much greater and 
probably would be. 

It is not believed the great pow-

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FLUNG AT WILSON 


In Debate on Navy Meas- 
ure—Charged President 
Threatens Congress and 
Treats Members Like 
Bumps on Log. 


Washington, February 5.—Con- 
sideration by the house today of the 
annual naval appropriation _ bill 
brought forth more criticism of 
President Wilson, some members as- 
serting that he was endeavoring to 
force the authorization of a new 
three-year building program with- 
out taking congress into his confi- 
dence as to events at Paris which 
made such legislation necessary at 
this time. 

“May I Not?” Asks Wilson. 

Discussion along this line followed 
receipt by Chairman Padgett, of 
the naval committee, of a cablegram 
from the president expressing satis- 
faction with the unanimous decision 
of the naval committee to recom- 
mend the new construction program. 
The message was not read in the 
house, but was made public by Mr. 
Padgett. It said: 

“May I not express my gratifica- 
tion and gratitude and congratula- 
tions at the unanimous report on 
the three-year naval program?” 

There was little debate on the bill 
itself and opposition to the proposed 
increase in naval ships was voiced 
directly by only one member, Rep- 
resentative Little, of Kansas, repub- 
lican, who declared the construction 
would add to the country’s financial 
burdens “at a time when we have no 
enemy in the world.” 

“Whip and Spur” of Wilsen. 

Representative Graham, of Illinois, 
republican, declaring a desire for a 
big navy, said the new program was 
“not extraordinarily large for our 
future safety,’’ but added that in 
voting for the expansion it would be 
humiliating to him if it appeared 
that he did so “by the whip and 
Spur that is being administered by 
the president.” He referred to a 
message sent by the resident to 
Secretary Daniels insisting on the 
three-year program and which was 
the subject of debate in the house 
yesterday.

| WEDNESDAY MEETING 
MARKED BY HARMONY 


Expected That Workable 
Plan for Increasing the 
City’s Revenues Will Be 
Evolved at Friday’s Joint 
Session. 


A joint meeting of the finance 
committee of council and the board 
of education will be held Friday 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock when the 
members of these two bodies will 
evolve a basis of agreement upon 
which they can work to induce the 
people of Atlanta to vote for addi- 
tional revenue to the city and school 
departments, and at that time it will 
be determined just what portion of 
the funds raised by the proposed 
tax increase from $1.25 to $1.50 
should be apportioned to the city, 
and:what part should go to schools. 
The joint meeting will also de- 
termine just what changes should be 
be made in the present school law 
to bring about mutual benefit to 
the school system and other depart- 
ments of the city government. 

The above agreement was reach- 
ed after attempts had been made 
to have the question of a special 
school tax put to the people by 
referendum, and after Mayor Key 
and Councilman A. J. Orme had im- 
pressed upon the board members the 
necessity for concerted action upon 
one plan for raising the city rev- 
enue. 

The suggestion to have the people 
vote upon a separate school tax, 
“which was favored by several mem- 
bers of the board, was opposed on 
the ground that it” would simply 
serve to defeat the tax increase, as 
wéll as the proposed bond issue, 
the result of so many issues being 
placed before the people being the 
defeat of any measure that looked 
to an increase of city revenues, and 
after the debate had continued 
through more than an hour, the mo- 
tion of Mayor Key to have a joint 
meeting of the finance committee 
of council and the board of educa- 
tion, seconded by W. H. Terrell, the 
champion of the special school tax, 
prevailed, 

. Spirit of Harmony. 

It was a decided victory for the 
city in that the spirit of harmony 
which was eventually reached by 
all factions, indicated that a solu- 
tion of the city’s financial difficul- 
ties are about to be reached. The 
meeting of the board of education 
and the finance committee of coun- 
cil, which is to be held next Fri- 
day afternoon, not only promises to 
bring about reconciliation of the 
two opposicg factions, one of which 
has stood for a special schoo] tax, 
and the other for a general tax rate 
increase for the city, but it is be-

Vaudeville Jobs 
Cannot Be Found 
By 10,000 Actors 


90 Per Cent of Actors in 
General Only Four Days 
Ahead of Sheriff, Says 
Casey—Witness Strikes 
at ‘‘White Rats.” 


New York, February 5.—From 
8,000 to 10,000 of the 20,000 vaude- 


ville actors in the United States are 
unemployed at present, according 
to Patrick Casey, manager of the 
Vaudéville Managers’ Protective 
association, who testified today be- 
fore a federal trade commission in- 
quiry, started upon the petition of 
some of the performers that the as-| 
sociation is a combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

According to the witness there 
are 907 vaudeville houses in the 
United States and when all of them 
are - open they employ from 8,000 to 
$000 actors. He said the organiza- 
tion he represented had. settled 
many controversies and had helped 
to “uplift” the profession. 

Under the “closed shop” plan of 
the White Rats, an actors’ union, 
Sarah Bernhardt might be pushed 
off the boards by less prominent 
members of the profession, accord- 
ing to Casey. 

“It would be impossible for Ma- 
dame Bernhardt to work unless she 
first became a member of a labor 
union,” declared Casey. “It might 
be impossible for her to act at all, 
for the reason that members of the 
union might find that there were 
numbers of their members out of 
work and demand booking for them 
first.” 

Speaking of the financial circum- 
stances of actors in general, Casey 
declared he had found that ‘90 per 
cent of them are just four days 
ahead of the sheriff.”

Time Has Come to Pro- 
tect Our Own Com- 
merce, Senators Declare. 
Senator Reed and Others 
Attack Carnegie Peace 
Foundation. ~ 


Washington, February 5.—Demo- 
crats and republicans in the senate 
today joined in criticising the new 
English embargo on imports, and 
calling attention to the effect it 
would have on American industry. 

During the discussion that fol- 
lowed Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
democrat, attacked the Carnegie 
peace foundation’s activities abroa2, 
questioned its loyalty and declared 
it should be dissolved. Senators 
Knox, of Pennsylvania, republican, 
and Ashurst, of Arizona, democrat. 
joined in the attack. 

Senator Weeks, of Massachusetts, 
republican, and Senators Lewis of 
Illinois, Smith of Georgia and Reed 
of Missouri, democrats, led in pro- 
tests against the British embargo. 

May Cause Trade War. 

Senator Weeks said he did not 
charge that the embargo was aimed 
against the United States, but Sen- 
ator Lewis remarked a majority of 
articles listed are manufactured in 
the American middle west. The 
Illinois senator said -the action 
might bring on a trade war. 

Approving the view expressed In 
a pending resolution by Senator 
Weeks asking the state department 
whether any steps have been talren 
looking to securing a modification 
that the embargo violates the third 
of President Wilson’s peace points 
against economic barriers, Senator 
Lewis added: 

“Britain does this country a great 
violence at this time in pressing 
this embargo. It will awaken sen- 
timfent that will make it difficult 
for the president to succeed in his 
efforts, end awaken hostility, create 
a.war of protest and lead re- 
taliation By We United Sta tes 
before we know it, we will have 
trade hestility. Instead of having 
the calm peace we wish with our 
allies, wé will have enmity instead 
of the peace we strive for. 

“T pray the British officials to 
beware and not unnecessarily re- 
awaken the old spirit of 1812.” 

To Build British Industry. 

Senator Weeks said that the em- 
bargo’s purpose twas’ to ‘build’ up 
British industry to its pre-war nor- 
mal condition. 

“This building up, however,” said 
Mr. Weeks, “has directly the reverse 
effect on our own country. The 
time has come when we must give 
attention to our own domestic af- 
fairs and protect our own com- 
merce.” 

In connection with discussion of 
the situation in Europe, Senator 
Reed referred to pacifist movements 
in France and England about six 
years’ago and declared the Carnegie 
foundation had branches in every 
country that were “jointly conspir- 
ing to control the policies of these 
countries.” 

“TI do not hesitate,” he continued, 
“to question the loyalty of any or- 
ganization that sits in the United 
States today and conspires with a 
lot of Germans, Swedes, Hungarians 
or English to work out a policy that 
affects tha policy of our gvvern- 
ment.” 

GREAT DIFFICULTIES 
FOR AMERICAN GOODS. 
london, February 6.—The Amer!- 
can Cham of Commerce in Lon- 
don is arranging a series of confer- 
ences between importers of Ameri- 
can goods and British manufacturers 
of similar articles in the hope of 
reaching agreements that will in- 
fluence the import restrictions the 
British government has announced 
it will reimpose on March 1. 

Importers of American goods are 
represented as having suffered more 
than other business men during the 
war ond as having been considerably 
gratified when, svon after the armi- 
stice, the British government re- 
moved restrictions on a long list of 
articles. These importers, it is said, 
also foresee great business diffi- 
culties over the decision of the gov- 
ernment to renew the restrictions on 
American goods. The decision to re- 
strict imports was made after a 
conference between Eritish manu- 
facturers and the officials of the 
British board of trade. 

In view of the unavoidable delays 
in dealing with trade subjects 
through any government depart- 
ment, the manufacturers and im- 
porters, on the proposal of the 
American chamber of commerce have 
decided to work out their own prob- 
lems and eubmit the results to the 
British government. 

In the case of rubber goods the 
conference representative of the 
British government is reported to 
have said that the government would 
act according to tne agreement 
reached. Therefore, should the con- 
ferees agree that some American 
rubber goods are needed at this time, 
it is entirely likely that the re- 
strictions will be modified. 

Conferences on the much discussed 
boot and shoe restrictions will be 
taken up tomorrow. 

It is propoesd to have conferences 
of representatives of each trade af- 


fected. Thus far, eleven such con- 
ferences have been arranged.

Washington, February 5.—Anoth- 
er address attacking the proposed 
league of nations was made in the 
senate today by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, democrat, who criticised 
the plan as.a “witches’ cauldron” 
which might involve the. United 
States in untold foreign complica- 
tions. He referred to the Bryan ar- 
bitration treaties, adding: 

iwinle we were swinging incense 
to the god of peace, Germany was 
forging her weapons for war.” 

“Today at Paris,” Senator Reed 
declared, “we are dreaming the old 
dream of a sup2rnation, a brother- 
hood of man, a common control of 
all the races of the world.” 

Referring to reports that the 
United States might participate in 
mandatories over Turkey, Senator 
Reed declared that imposition upon 
‘the unspeakable Turk of Amcrican 
institutions wouli be just as mucly 
a violation of freedom as imposition 
of Turkish institutions in this coun- 
ery. 

Delay in making peace with the 
enemy was criticised by Senator 
Reed, who. estimated-the loss by 
holding armies in the field at abotit 
$100,000,000 daily. 

“All are awaiting peace,” he add- 
ed, “and what is peace awaiting? 
Not the settlement of disputes with 
Germany and Austria; not the con- 
ditions of this war, but is depend-

Importing and Exporting company of 


the state of Georgra, for cotton seiz- 
ed by’ Sherman in his memorable 
march to the sea.in 1865. . The. liti- 
gation was instituted shortly after 
the civil war. 

When Sherman's army entered Sa- 
vannah the company had great quan- 
tities of cotton in warehouses. 
General Sherman ordered it confis- 
cated. Some of it was used by the 
army, but the greater portion was 
shipped to Boston and sold there. 
The proceeds from the sale were de- 
posited in the United States treasury 
and the money has been kept intact. 
The supreme court in the early days 
after the war held that the money 
belonged to the claimants. The loy- 
alty test statute barred practically 
every southern man interested. The 
loyaity test was removed by con- 
gress in 1905. 

FE. H. Abrahams, attorney for the 
claimants, announced the _ decision 
of the court of claims today.

Archangel, February 56.—Heavy 
| losses were inflicted on the Bolshe- 
viki by the American forces Tues- 
day and the enemy was driven back 
be disorder from the village of Vis- 
tavka, on the Vaga. The American 
casualties were five killed and sev- 
eral wounded. Many Bolsheviki 
soldiers were taken prisoner by the 
Americans. — 

The enemy early in the morning 
began a bombardment with field 
guns and howitzers, and under cov- 
er of a shrapnel and pompom bar- 
| rage essaved a frontal attack with 
infantry in the Arctic twilight at 
* o'clock in the afternoon. The 
American troops who were rested 
after their retirement from Shen- 
kursk qnd were now established in 
a good position, poured a heavy fire 
from artillery and machine guns 
into the charging Bolsheviki, whose 
ranks broke and fled into the 
woods. 

Bolsheviki Tried to Flank. 

Captured Bolsheviki declared that 
the enemy had planned a flank at- 
tack simultaneously with the fron- 
tal movement, but this was aban« 
doned when the Vistavka attempt 
failed. 

Chinese and Manchu troops are 
now included in the Bolshevik forces 
opposing the Americans on the 
Vaga. So far these have been held 
in reserve, but the Americans are 
preparing a warm reception for the 
yellow soldiers if they appear in the 
fighting line, in view of stories 
reaching them of the Manchu treat- 
ment of prisoners in the Baltie 
provinces. 

Yesterday’s defeat of the enemy on 
fhe Vaga, together with his failure 
on the Dvina; typifies the spirit of 
the American and othe? ailfed troops 
who are fighting with the utmost 
determination to hold their positions 
until reinforcements can reach them. 
These. defeats have considerably 
lowered the enemy morale, but the 
Bolsheviki are being constantly re- 
inforced, and while their offensive 
has been temporarily checked, there 
are indications that it will be re- 
newed when fresh Bolshevik forces 
reach the line. 

Bravery of French Squad. 

Details were received at headquar- 
ters today of the bravery displayed 
| by, a little squad of about 15 French- 
men, who were victims of an enemy 
raid on the village of Bolshrie Ozera 
|'Monday. Mistaking the enemy for 
returning Russian prisoners of war, 
the French detachment permitted 
the Bolsheviki to advance close to 
their position. Then they found 
themselves surrounded by a force of 
150 of the enemy. Called upon to 
surrender the Frenchmen refused 
and tried to fight their way out, 
Two were killed; three were wound- 
ed and six were unaccounted for for 
'atime. Four of these six turned up 
today, two of them wounded, ap- 


parently escaped from their captors, 
The situation is unchanged on the 
Dvina and railroad fronts. Allied 
troops were again forced to retire 
in the face of Bolshevik attacks, 
along the Pinega river, but the po- 
sitions of the Americans at the town 
of Pinega have not been attacked.

FOR AID BY CITY 


Mayor Key Appears Be- 
fore Fulton Commission- 
ers and Urges Co-opera- 
tion on Improvement of 
Parks, Grady Hospital, 
Street Paving, Etc. 


The Fulton county board of com- 
missioners yesterday entertained the 
proposition of sharing expenditures 
with the city in the maintenance of | 
public parks, playgrounds, hospitals 
and charitable institutions, when 
Mayor James IL. Key appeared be- 
fore the body at its regular month- 
ly meeting in the courthouse. 

A number of projects were put 
before the commission, in which a 
total expenditure of approximately 
$500,000 was calleq for. Mayor Key 
urged a more general community 
interest between the city and coun- 
ty authorities, arguing that many 
charitable affairs of the city should 
be handled as county affairs. He 
likewise suggested that Grady hos- 
pital be put on the foundation of 
city and county maintenance. 

An appropriation of $25,000 was 
asked by representatives of the city 
to be made by the county for im- 
provements in Atlanta's parks and 
playgrounds. The sum of $10,000 
was requested for Grant park to 
improve and grade driveways, as 
well as for general alterations; 
$3,000 for Piedmont park; $5,000 for 
Maddox park; $5,000 for playgrounds 
and $2,000 for smaller parks, 

$10,000 for Grant Park. 

The commission voted a $10,000 
appropriation for Grant park, and 
referred the other requests to the 
committee on public works. 

A sum of $4,000 was voted to the 
furnishing of a building for the 
city to be devoted to the care of 
victims of sociological plagues, pro- 
vided the United States authorities 
will maintain the institution. 

The city and county plan to erect 
$10,000 comfort stations to be main- 
tained jointly by the two govern- 
ments. This was decided upon at 
yesterday’s meeting. 

For Street Work. 

Henry L. Collier, of the city con- 
struction department, appeared be- 
fore the meeting together with 
Jones H. Ewing, of the city coun- 
cil’s street committee, to submit a

The committee approved of the 
Jackson street and Simpson street 
paving projects, and referred the 
others to the public works commit- 
tee.

Washington, February 5.—While 
the second and probably the final 
annual report on the selective sys- 
tem, prepared by Major General 
Enoch H. Crowder, provost marshal 
general, and made public today, con- 
tained only one specific recommenda- 
tion—that the draft machinery be 
used to take the decennial census— 
the 600-page document gave the 
first inkling of drastic extensions 
of the work or fight regulations 
which had been planned just before 
hostilities ended. an 
~The report showed that specific 
plans were before Secretary Baker 
last November under which a mini- 
mum working week for the essential 
‘industries would have been fixed in

Accomplishments of System. 

As to the accomplishments of the 
selective system, credit for which 
was given to the patriotic devotion 
of “thousands upon thousands” of 
American men and women who aided 
General Crowder said: “We are too 
close upon the events accurately to 
assess them. How great a part 
American selective service played 
in the drama of the world war, his- 
tory alone can tell. 

“To enroll for service over 24,000,- 
000; to mobilize a selected army of 
more than 2,800,000, a million of 
them within the space of ninety 
days; to have presently available for 
military duty 2,000,000 additional 
fighting men; to Classify this vast 


group of manpower in the order of 
its military and inaustrial impor- 
tance so as tod preserve the domestic 
and industrial life of the nation, to 
speed up war time activities, to 
maintain them in a status of maxi- 
mum efficient production and to 
pave the way for a speedy return 
to normal peace time pursuits, while

Draft System and Census. 

In suggesting that the census 
might hereafter be taken through 
the selective service machinery, 
General Crowder said the feasibility 
of many theories divergent from 
the pre-war conception of things 
has been demonstrated, although the 
question of how far ‘these principles 
should be projected after the war 
was “a matter of vital national im- 
portance.” He said, however, that 
he believed the machinery for the 
census wholly practical, and added 
that since 13,000,000 men registered 
in a single day and 24,000,000 in four 
days, including a complete survey 
and classification of their domestic 
and industrial status, the census 
data should be obtainable in days 
instead of months, as is now the 
case, 

The draft regulations toward 
which General Crowder was moving 
when the war ended, he said, in- 
cluded the mandatory industrial de- 
ferment. because “we had almost 
reached the time when it would have 
been necessary to make it as im- 
possible for the man deferred for 
industrial reasons to secure mili- 
tary service as it had been for the 
registrants in Class 1 to Wt it.’ 


Conservation of labor alfeady en- 
gaged in essential industries would 
have thus been provided, the report 
said, but as the nation was not pre- 
pared for an industrial-draft, the 
equally wecessary augmentation of 
labor ha to be solved in some 
other way. It was here that ex- 
tension of the work or fight prin- 
ciple and of the industrial furlough 
would have been invoked. The 
shifting of labor in the essential in- 
dustries would have been stopped 
by calling men into the military 
service and furloughing them only 
for the time they engaged in a par- 
ticular industry. 


Aimed at Industrial Slacker. 


Another element of the plan was 
aimed at “industrial slackers’’—men 
who worked a day or two at war 
wages only to “lay off” for succeed- 
ing days. The minimum working 
week of eight hours a day, the re- 
port showed, would have been evolv- 
ed and the furloughs of men who 
eae to give that week’s work 

ithout proving good cause would 
Rave been cancelled.

The final official total for all reg- 
istrations was 24,234,021. Of these 
3,208,446 had been actually examin- 
ed and practivally 30 men out of 
every 100 were found to be physi- 
eally disqualified. Oklahoma and 
Arkansas returned the highest ratio 
of men under the physical require- 
ments, Rhode Island and Arizona, 
the lowest. 

Men granted exemption because of 
religious creeds totaled 56,830, as 
compared with the census estimate 
of 55,000. 


Werk or Fight Order. 


Results of the “work or fight” or- 
der bore out the predictions made 
by its originators. “It is believed,” 
the report said, “to be a conserva- 
tive estimate that the work or fight 
rules have resulted in the movement 
of at least 137,255 men to productive 
occupation.” 

Under the head of “aliens,” 3,- 
877,083 men were registered, or 
16.22 per cent of the total. These 
were divided into co-belligerents, 
57.49 per cent; neutrals, 16.42 per 
cent, and enemy and allied-enemy, 
26.09 per cent. 

Only 10 per cent of the married 
registrants were called for military 
duty. Seventy-four of every hun- 
dred men classified were granted 
deferment because of dependency 
and about 16 per cent on other 
grounds. Cases of men marrying 
after the draft law was passed com- 
ing within the notice of draft offi- 
cials, totalled 344872, and of those 
men 35.5 per cent were re-classified 
into class 1. 

The effect of the draft upon the 
industrial machinery of the nation 
was carefully studied by General 
Crowder’s office. It was found that 
class 1 in its entirety would have 
taken only per cent of the 
workers of alMages. Deferment for 
essential occupmtion ranged from 2 
per cent in th4 industrial class to 
7 per cent in the agricultural. 
Causes of Physical disqualification, 

xamination into the causes of 
physical disqualification brought 
may surprises. Alcohol and drug ad- 
dicts accounted for only 1.33 per 
cent of the total, nervous and men- 
tal disorders for 13.5 per cent, tu- 
berculosis 8.5 per cent and mental 
deficiency 9.4 per cent. 

Nearly 200,000 persons were com- 
prised in the draft operating per- 
sonnel, but the actual supervision 
in Washington was handled by 45 
commissioned officers. Actual cost 
of induction per man was given as 
$7.90, against $24.48 under the vol- 
untary enlistment and $227.11 per 
man under the system used the civ- 
il war.

MEETING CALLED TO 
PLAN LARGER REVENUE

will be able to get together on an 
amicable basis, which will mean the 
working out of the bond issue prob- 
lems as well. When the board of 
education adjourned Wednesday aft- 
ernoon the members were exceed- 
ingly hopeful that they had reached 
an avenue through which all finan- 
cial difficulties confronting the 
school department as well as other 
city departments can be solved. 

A plea was made by President 
Paul Ih Fleming, Mayor James L. 
Key, Councilman A. J. Orme and 
other members of the board for har- 
mony, in view of the fact that all 
city departments are in dire distress 
for funds, and it was shown by mem- 
bers of the board that the best 
chance the school board has for se- 
curing money with which to raise 
teachers’ salaries, build new school 
buildings and effect other impera- 
tively needed improvements, lies 
through a spirit of co-operation with 
the City council in its efforts to se- 
cure from the citizens of Atlanta 
more revenue for the city govern- 


ment, 
Other Needs Worse. 


Mr. Orme made the unvarnished 
statement that there are other de- 
partments of the city government 
that stand much more in need of 
funds than does the school system, 


and he-declared tnat the sanitary 
and water departments of the city 
are vastly more important to the 
people than are the schools. “With- 
out a proper water supply, and with- 
out health our schools would not be 
needed,” he said. 

in making his plea to the mem- 
bers of the board for a harmonious 
effort and for a plan that would be 
co-operative, instead of the various 
plans that promise only to becloud 
the issues, Mayor Key stated that 
for the first time in his experience 
with Atlanta’s history, the’ three 
daily newspapers are together upon 
the question of raising the city tax 
rate. “They are a unit upon the 
question,” said he, “and we should 
not ignore the potential benefit 
thus offered to us. We should get 
together on one proposition to in- 
crease the revenue of the city, and 
should join with the papers in the 
effort to bring about the only means 
by which we can hope to secure 
funds for running the city.’ 

The special school tax was cham- 
pioned by Terrell, Winburn and Tur- 
man, but all gave way to the mo- 
tion to have the city finance com- 
mittee meet with the board of edu- 
cation and come to some agreement

Against Secret Societies. 

The board of education Wednes- 
day afternoon passed a resolution 
expressing disapproval of secret so- 
cieties among the students of the 
Atlanta schools, .unless they have 
received the sanction of the school 
authorities. This action was taken 
after Actine Superintendent Charles 
S. Culver had brought to the atten- 
tion of the board the recent serious 
hurt that was inflicted upon young 

H. McCullough, who is said to 
have been badly injured in an ini- 
tiation of a secret society. 

Mr. Culver stated that in this par- 
ticular case the school authorities 
had found through investigation 
that they had no jurisdiction, as the 
alleged initiation took place eight 
miles out of the city and at 
an hour long after’ school time, 
and that the board could not 
assume to exercise jurisdiction over 
pupils after they had gone to their 
homes. Mr. Culver stated further, 
that he had reeeived many messages 
and calls from various ones concern- 
ing the matter and that as an im- 
pression seemed to prevail that se- 
cret organizations were extant 
among the students with the knowl- 
edge and sanction of the board, he 
wished the board to pass some kind 
of resolution discountenancing such 
organizations among the students 
except when sanctioned by the 
school] authorities. A resolution to 
this effect was adonted. 

Acting Superintendent Culver 
brought to the attention of the 
board the school papers that have 
been issued by the student bodies, 
Saying these publications have 
grown with great steadiness and 
rapidity, reaching this year a total 
subscription of 1,500, over 400 for 
last year, and reauested the board 
of education to allow the boys to 
issue a vear book for the coming 
year. This was agreed to by the 
board. 

Municipal Newspaper. 


While the question of a _ school 
paper was being discussed, Mayor 
Key declared to the board that he 
had a plan, which he termed a big 
one, by which he wanted the school 
boys and girls of the city to issue 
a city publication, saying that sev- 
eral cities in which he had been on 
his recent trip published municipal 
papers. He said it would be of 
vast benefit to the young people to 
have work of this kind to do, and 
that it would serve to educate them 
in the knowledge of the working of 
the city government. 

Mayor Key stated that he had

Exhaustive Probe. 


There seems no doubt that the 
Probe will go to the heart of the 
matter, and if the blame rests upon 
Chief Cody, it is expected that the 
board of firemasters will demand 
that the chief resign; but if, on the 
other hand, the chief is proven to 
be above reproach, it is believed the 
board will stand aside and allow 
the chief officer of the organiza- 
tion to invoke the regulations of 
the department, which will perhaps 
mean the dismissal from the service 
of a number of men. 

Evidence of a most sensational 
nature has been hinted at by both 
sides of the controversy, and it is 
thought that the investigation will 
furntsh one of the most interesting 
probes of an Atlanta city depart- 
ment for many years.

The simple opposition of those

didates have resorted to personal 
abuse and to statements affectin 
the personal reputation of the chie 
officer. This is the basis upon 
which the chief asked for an inves- 
tigation. “If I am gu 
charges they are makin 
me,” the chief is said to 
the board, ‘oa fire me out. 
if Iam not guilty, then let me deal 
with those who are circulating 
slanders about me.” 

There seems to be no question 
that the chief will be given his 
asked-for privilege of dealing with 
his men as he sees fit, should the 
charges that are said to have been 
made against him prove unfounded, 
and it is expected that several sen- 
sations will develop, as Cody is ex- 
pected to call upon several firemen 
for their resignations in case he 
comes through the investigation un- 
scathed.

With the continued demand by 
business men, clubs and progressive 
associations for legislation to cover 
an improved system of state high- 
ways, keen interest is being dis- 
played from all parts of the state 
in the good meeting to be 
held in the state capitol, Febru- 
ary 25. 

The second joint meeting of the 
budget and investigating commis- 
sion, the highways legislative com- 
mittee and the state highway com- 
mission will convene on this date, 
and the subcommittee appointed at 
the meeting held in January will 
submit a tentative plan relative to 
the state highway system which can 
be recommended to the legislature. 
This plan will deal with an amend- 
ment to the state constitution per- 
mitting the creation of a state roads 
system, backed by state authorities 
for construction and maintenance, 
the use of automobile tax receipts 
for highway construction after a 
reasonable increase, making them 
the backbone of the road financing 
system, either directly or indirectly, 
in supporting bond issues, the is- 
suance of state bonds, which will 
call for an amendment in the con- 
stitution; the creation of a perma- 
nent state road fund, which may or 
may not include federal funds. 

The plan as submitted will be 
further discussed and if it is 
thought proper, further changes 
will be made in it. When the three 
‘commissions agree on the plan it 
will then be submitted to the pub- 
lic for their approval at meetings 
to be held throughout the state dur- 
ing the month of March. If the plan 
meets the approval of the public it 
will be presented to the legisla- 
ture. In case the citizens of the 
state express themselves at 
meetings as favoring 
changes in the plan, 
changes are found feasible, the com- 
mittee will attempt to make the 
changes. 

After the plan, in the form of a 
bill, passes the legislature it will 
then be submitted to the public at 
OF ae that election, probably next 
all.

CATHOLICS AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS = + 


An effort is being made in certain 
quarters to deceive the people in 
regard to the attitude of Catholics 
toward the public schools. The 
avowed object is to prevent Catho- 
lics, however well qualified, from 
teaching in public schools; the real 
object is to deprive Catholics of 
the right to maintain parochial 
schools. First, Catholic teachers 
must be barred out of, and then, 
Catholic children must be forced 
into, the public schools; that is the 
program at the present time being 
worked by the professional anti- 
Catholic. And in pushing it he mis- 
states the Catholic teaching, quotes 
bogus utterances, gives false sta- 
tistics and generally distorts the 
truth in connection. 


We desire, therefore, in the frank- 
est way possible, to help our non- 
Catholic fellow-citizens to a just 
conclusion in the premises by pre- 
senting to them the other side of 
the case. We have always trusted 
the fairness of our fellow-citizens 
but we have not always been for- 
ward in giving them an opportuni- 
ty to exercise their fairness in- 
telligently, and, in consequence 
many of them are not infrequently 
misled by designing men, with ill 
results to our common good. We 
feel that in publishing this card, 
therefore, we perform a common 
service, and one that under the 
circumstances it is our duty to per- 
form. 


In August, 1915, the Knights of 
Columbus, in National Convention, 
adopted the following statement in 
regard to the Catholic attitude 
toward the public schools: 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


“That, considering a cause of 
prejudice to be the mistaken 
opinion which many non-Catho- 
lics hold that Catholics aim to 
secure control of the public 
schools, we point to the fact that 
many Catholics are prominently 
identified with our public school 
system, being chairmen of, and 
at times constituting a majori- 
ty upon, Boards of Education, 
being also superintendents and 
principals and teachers by the 
thousands in the public schools 
of every grade—and yet there 
has never been, there is not now, 
nor is there any warrant for 


thinking there ever will’ ba 
any attempt on their part to in- 
terfere in any manner with the 
advancement of common school 
education in any part of the 
United States. 


“We should strive to illumine 
the public mind with the truth 
and get the people to understand 
our true educational ideas, name- 
ly that we do not desire to 
control the public schools nor 
to hinder education, nor to force 
Catholicity upon unwilling 
minds, but that we desire uni- 
versal education, would have it 
free where possible, and would 
make it compulsory where neces- 
sary. And while we have no 
fault to find with those outside 
our faith who wish their chil- 
dren to attend the  ~»pubiie 
schools, for ourselves we pré- 
fer schools where religion is 
taught and only regret that all 
cannot see how important it is 
that the youths of the country 
be taught the truths of religion 
during the years when the mind 
is being opened and the char- 
acter is being formed. We con- 
sider this so necessary that we 
are maintaining separate echools 
while at the same time we bear 
our share in supporting the 
public schools, confident that 
the religious instinct of the 
American people will yet find @ 
way in which citizens of every 
religious belief can have their 
children educated In the religion 
of their fathers.” 


This statement was printed in 
the report of the Religious Preju- 
dice Commission for 1915, which was 
distributed all over the country, 
and in particular to a list of 40,- 
000 prominent non-Catholics in the 
various states, 
In the three and a half years since 
it has never, to our knowledge, 
been qustioned. It should be taken, 
therefore, as a fair summary of the 
facts and a true statement of the 


teaching and position of Catholics. 


in regard to public and parochial 
schools in America. We submit it 
as such. 


We submit, qos that this 
statement covers all of the vital 
points in connection, and no good 
citizen who accepts it as true will 
condemn Catholics on this question; 
and if anyone doubts it, or any part 
of it, we undertake to remove his 
doubts if he will give us an oppor- 
tunity, in an open or private letter, 
as he prefers.

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RESERVE 
BOARD REVIEWS. 
BUSINESS. OUTLOOK 


Washington, February 5.—Definite 
evidences of the beginning of finan- 
cial recuperation following abnormal 
war conditions were set forth today 
by the federal reserve board in a 
review of the forthcoming February 
reservé bulletin. ‘These evidences 
are: 

“Increase of . bank balanc-.s at 
financial centers, a tendency towar 
lower rates for money, lessening © 
the amount of war paper held by 
federal reserve and member -banks, 
inflow of gold coin and gold cer- 
tificates at banks, indicating great- 
er confidence in the financial situa- 
tion, and lessened demand for mon- 
ey; decline in the volume of federal 
reserve notes outstanding, demon- 
Strating the elasticity of the federal 
reserve system. 


The board deplored evidences of 
relaxation of war time economies, 
saying that industries of the United 
States and other countries soon 
would need quantities of capital and 
that it behooved America to con- 
tinue to be thrifty and pile up re- 
serves of credit.

Arthur Balfour, British 
Foreign Minister, Says 
League Will Not Change 


Treaties That Already 
Exist. 


Paris, February 5.—Alliances be- 
tween the various nations will not 
be affected by the existence of the 
Society of Nations now in process 
of formation, it was declared by 
Arthur J. Balfour to newspaper in- 
terviewers here last night. The for- 
eign secretary was asked the direct 
question as to whether the forma- 


tion of the world society would in\, 


volve the abrogation of alliances. 

“The constitution of the league 
of nations,” responded the foreign 
secretary, “will involve no modifi- 
cation of the treaties of alliance 
previously concluded. 

‘‘As to the question whether spe- 
cial coalitions of two or several 
peoples could be formed aside from 
the league, the conference alone 
can decide.” 

As to the general work of the 
peace conference, the foreign 
secretary declared the peace-mak- 
ing body was making all possible 
haste to settle upon the peace 


terms. He was led to this state- 
ment by a question from one of the 
interviewers, who said: 

“There is much talk in the peace 
conference about various problems, 
such as the Society of Nations. Do 
you not think your real task is, 
before everything else, to impose 
peace conditions upon Germany?” 

After a moment’s reflection, 
Secretary Balfour replied: 

“One can evidently criticise with- 
out limit the methods of work we 
have adopted, but rather than an- 
swer criticismg, I would rather tell 
you that the fact that the prob- 
lems of the society of nations has 
been taken up before that of peace, 
properly so-called, in no’ way sig- 
nifies that’ the settlement of our 
accounts with the enemy will’ only 
come afterward. The mechanism 
of the commissions we have insti- 
tuted permits the concurrent study 
of several questions. 

“Let public opinion be reassured. 
The delegates to the peace confer- 
ence have no intention of employ- 
ing dilatory methods. They are 
using all their energy and skill to 
attain as soon as possible the just 
peace to which the whole world 
aspires. That is their one aim, 
their sole ambition,” 

As the interview was closing one 

of the correspondents asked regard- 
ing the Russian questian. 
“It is a most disquieting situa- 
tion,” replied Mr. Balfour. “We are 
doing all that can be done. As to 
military intervention on a large 
scale, it is not to be thought of.” 


JENKINS NOT GUILTY 
OF LYNCHING NEGROES 


Tuscumbia, Ala., February 5.— 
The jury in the case of the state 
of Alabama against Jeff Jenkins, the 
second of the defendants charged 
with murder in connection with the 
lynching of two negroes near Shef- 
field last November, at 9.35 o'clock 
this morning returned a verdict of 
not guilty. Following the verdict 
Judge J. J. Curtis announced that 
at the request of Solicitors Jones 
and Thompson he would nol prosse 
the remaining sixteen cases on 
which arrests had been made. The 
state introduced practically the same 
evidence in the Jenkins case they 
had previously introduced in the 
case of Frank Dillard, who was ac- 
quitted yesterday afternoon. 

Both Dillard and Jenkins produced 
witnesses who testified defendants 
were elsewhere when the lynching 
of which they were accused took 
place. The states’ witnesses were 
chiefly negro prisoners who claimed 
to have recognized the men as those 
who were among the mob which 
took the negro from the jail. 


ARRESTED, CHARGED 
WITH ROBBING MAILS 


Valdosta, Ga., February 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Otis Cox, a young white man, 
was arrested here last night and 
lodged in jail charged with robbing 
United States mails. Cox was ta- 
ken in charge at the Atlantic Coast 
Line station by Officer Hall, of the 
police force, immediately after, 
as charged by the .officer, he had 
entered the baggage room and stol- 
en a parcel post pee containing 
a revolver, which, with other mail, 
was waiting for transfer to a mid- 
night train. 

Numerous reports of the robbery 
of parcel post packages being trans- 
ferred from one railroad station to 
another have recently been made to 
Postoffice Inspector Pemberton, and 
securing the services of the police 
force, they laid a trap for the thief 
yesterday.

WOOD IS OFFERED | 
EDITORIAL PLACE 
ROOSEVELT HELD 


New York, February 5.—Henry J. 
Whigham, editor and publisher of 
The Metropolitan Magazine, admit- 
ted tonight that the position of con- 
tributing editor, held by Theodore 
Roosevelt, had been offered to Ma- 
jor General Leonard Wood, who was 
one of the former president’s closest 
friends. He added, however, that 
no response had been received from 
General Wood and for that reason 
he could not discuss the details. 


ALLIED COMMODITIES 
GUING 10 SCANDINAVIA 


Washington, February 5§.—As a 
result of negotiations conducted at 
Paris, Norway, Sweden, Holland and 
Denmark are to be permitted to im- 
port increased quantities of essen- 
tial commodities from the victori- 
ous associated nations, and a large 
part of the 910,079 tons of Danish, 
Swedish and Norwegian shipping 
now under charter to the shipping 
board is to be returned. 

Simultaneous announcements of 
the outcome of the _ negotiations 
were made tonight by the war trade 
board and the shipping board. Un- 
der the economic agreement, the 
four northern European neutrals 
will be enabled to increase materi- 
ally their imports of cotton, wool 
and leather and their manufactures, 
as well as petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, ‘edible and inedible animal 
and vegetable oils, tobacco and 
coffee. 

To Release Shipping. 

The shipping board announced its 
readiness to immediately pegin re- 
leasing to the Scandinavi govern- 
ments the shipping now under char- 
ter or to cancel the contracts and 
return the vessels direct to their 
owners. It was specified, however, 
that such vessels as might be re- 
quired for the use of the commis- 
sion for relief in Belgium or Euro- 
pean civilian relief or of the gov- 
ernments associated with the United 
States in the war would be retained 
until the contracts expired. 

Dutch ships seized by the United 
States already are being released as 
rapidly as their present voyages or 
commitments are completed, and the 
same procedure will be followed 
with respect to the other ships. 
There are now under shipping board 
control 81 Danish ships of 373,246 
deadweight tons, 61 Norwegian 
ships of 273,495 deadweight tons, 46 
Norwegian sailing ships of 118,427 
tons and $1 Swedish steamers of 
44,911 tons, 

The war trade board’s announce- 
ment called attention to the fact 
that the limits as to quantity of 
dmports by the northern neutrals of 
many commodities, including cloth- 
ing, machinery and rubber tires, had 
been entirely removed some time 
ago and said that licenses to export 
those commodities as well as cot- 
ton, wool, leather and the others 
on the list made public tonight 
would be granted freely to Ameri- 
can exporters. 

No Re-exportation. 


The new arrangement provides, 
however, that all guarantees against 
re-exportation of the commodities 
to enemy countries are to be strict- 
ly enforced. 

An identic note informing the neu- 
trals of the decision of the associ- 
ated governments was sent to Stock- 
holm, Christiania, Copenhagen and 
The Hague. It said the victorious 
governments desired to share more 
fully with the four neutrals “the 
benefits which have accrued from the 
siening of the armistice and the con- 
seqjuent availability of more liberal 
distribution of certain essential com- 
modities,” the exportation of which 
during the war had not been pos- 
sible. 

The shipping board's decision to 
release part of the chartered Scan- 
dinavian shipping is in line with 
its policy of returning shipping as 
rapidly as possible to the normal 
trade routes. All of the vessels were 
chartered last year and have largely 
been used outside of the war zone, 
but in essential war transportation. 


FAMOUS HAMBERG CASE 
TAKEN FROM COURTS 


Waycross, Ga., February &—L. J. 
Cooper, a prominent business man 
of Waycross, has been advised by 
wire from Chicago that the state’s 
attorney of that city had gone into 
open court and on his own motion. 
withdrawn all proceedings against 
Mr. Cooper, which brings to a close 
all prosecutions in the noted Ham- 
berg case. 

This prosecution, it will be re- 
membered, grew out of a real estate 
deal between Cooper and Hamberg, 
wherein it was sought by Hamberg 
through requisition proceedings to 
force Mr. Cooper back to Chicago 
for trial. Mr. Cooper resisted the 
proceedings and was sustained by 
the city court of Waycross, Judge 
J. L. Crawley, presiding, then Ham- 
berg appealed to the supreme court 
of Georgia and his appeal was pend- 
ing at the time Mr. Cooper was no- 
tified that the prosecution was with- 
drawn. 

In a statement today Mr. Cooper 
said that the matter had been ter- 
minated by Ha erg accepting a 
complete rescision of the trade, iden- 
tically as proposed by him (Cooper) 
in writing under date of Novem- 
ber 21, 1917, which letter plaved 
quite an important part in the be- 
ginning of the prosecution in March. 
1918. This letter proposed to Ham- 
berg that since the representations 
made by him to Mr. Cooper were 
misleading and the property traded 
so grossly inflated in value as to 
make it impossible to consummate 
the deal as proposed, that each deed 
to the other the properties in ques- 
tion, making a complete rescision 
of the trade without hurt or cost 
or expense to either narty, thereby 
establishing the “status quo ante,” 
to all of which Hamberg turned a 
deaf ear. The prosecution followed. 

Mr. Cooper’s friends are rejoic- 
ing with him in that the matter has 
been finally settled, and on the Dasis 
as proposed by him before any com- 
plaints were filed. He was repre- 
sented in the legal fight by Wilson 
and Bennett and Judge J. L. Sweat, 
of Waycross and Judge Spencer At- 
kinson, of Atlanta. 


TO HONOR WAYCROSS 
COLORED SOLDIERS 


Waycross, February 5.—(Special.) 
The colored people of Waycross will 
celebrate the return of their boys 
from the war, on Monday, February 
17, following the bie banquet and 
dedication of the Victory arch by 
the whites on Friday, February 14, 
to the white soldiers and sailors 
who have received their honorable 
discharges. 

The Red Cross will provide the 
necessary articles for thé banquet 
to be given the colored boys and 
will aid the committee of colored 
people that has the matter in charge 
in making their event a great suc- 
cess, 

They will have a parade and ap- 
propriate exercises at the Victory 
arch, followed by the banquet. The 
arch will bear the names of all who 
enlisted from Ware county, both 
white and colored. 


CHARGES RESENTED 
BY MASON AND DILLON 


Washington, February 5.—Repre- 
sentatives Mason of Illinois and 
Dillon of South Dakota, who were 
mentioned in the senate debate yes- 
terday which preceded authoriza- 


propaganda as having attended an 
anarchistic meeting here Sunday, 
spoke in the house today on points 
of personal privilege. 

Mr. Dillon, amid applause, said he 
did not attend the meeting, was not 
invited and knew nothing about it. 

Mr. Mason vigorously denied that 
a “red America” was urged at the 
meeting; said no suggestion was 
made by anybody that the laws of 
the United States should be changed 
by force, and that the first speaker, 
explaining that some red decora- 
tions in the theater were those of 
a show troupe, pointed to an Ameri- 


can flag with. the remark, “Those 
are our only colors.” ; 


DEMOCRATS DODGING 
ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Washington, February 5.—Strate- 
gy of opponents of equal suffrage 


was said to have prevented a formal 
record vote on indorsement of the 
Susan B. Anthony suffrage consti- 
tutional amendment resolution at a 
conference tonight of democratic 
senators. 

After more than two hours of 
debate, Senator Jones, of New Mex- 
ico, proposed indorsement of the 
constitutional amendment measure. 
Twenty senators voted favorably, 
but all of the opponents refrained 
from voting and Senator Martin, the 
democratic leader, who presided, de- 
clared that the resolution was not 
adopted, because a quorum was not 
present. 

Before the vote on the Jones pro- 
posal a motion of opponents of the 
résolution to adjourn was defeated 
23 to 17. 

Matter Left Open. 

After adjournment, Senator Jones, 
chairman of the woman suffrage 
committee, said the conference ac- 
tion left the matter open for fur- 
ther consideration and would not 
affect his pene to call up the reso- 
lution in the senate next Monday. 

“When we came to final action,” 
said Senator Jones, “there was nota 
majority of the conference present, 
and therefore no quorum with which 
to act on the resolution. A large 
majority of those present, however, 
were in favor of the resolution.” 

The political, expediency of act- 
ing on the suff~age amendment was 
the principal theme of debate, which 
was marked by its vehemence. At 
times senators spoke so loud that 
their voices reverberated through 
the thick doors of the conference 
icing and echoed through the corri- 

ors. 

Advocates of the resolution ar- 
gued that the fortunes of the demo- 
cratic party would be aided by fa- 
vorable action on the equal suf- 
frage question, and said that if it 
was defeated future political bene- 
fits would be received by the repub- 
lican party. Opponents were said to 
have contended that political expe- 
diency should not be a factor in so 
serious a matter as amending the 
constitution. 

Roar of Laughter. 

The meeting, the first held by the 
democratic senators during the war, 
broke up in a roar of laughter over 
the ruling of Senator Martin on the 
point of no quorum on the final 


of South Carolina, who spoke in its 
support. 

Friends of the resolution’ said 
privately that it will be brought be- 
fore the senate next Monday with at 
least 63 of the 96 votes assured in 
its favor. This would be one short 
of the required two-thirds, but ad- 
vocates expressed confidence that 
the one additional vote necessary 
for its adoption could be secured. 


POOLING OF WAR COSTS 
BEING URGED BY ITALY 


Rome, February 5.—Italy’s nation- 
al debt now is more than $12,509,- 
000,000, whereas when she entered 
the war it was about $2,750,000,000, 
declared Luigi Luzzatti, former pre- 
mier and a leading Italian financial 
authori y, in a statement today urg- 
ing financial aid to Italy. He said 
that when pensions, government 
bills to manufacturers &nd other 
necessary expenses had been paid, 
the national debt probably would to- 
tal $156,000,000,000. 

“ltaly leads the whole world in 
the reiative Height of its wear debt,” 
he said. “Subtracting Italy’s losses 
in men and money, her national 
wealth is only about $20,000,000,000. 
If all the war loans of the entente 
should be thrown togcther in one 
consolidated sum, Italy and France, 
whose effcerts and losses in men and 
substance have been the greatest, 
will be compensated by bearing a 
smaller proportion of the war debt. 

“The United States and Creat 
Britain are not only strong, but 
generous, and they wil] acknowl- 
edge that Italy and France, the two 
principal centers of Teutonic 
Slaughter and devastation, should 
be sunported financially, therefore, 
with correspondingly greater help.” 

The former premier, who is an 
old and enthusiastic supporter of 
the idea of the society of nations, 
said that he still believed in the 
principles of such an organization. 

“I believe in the constitution of 
a league of nations because I be- 
lieve fervently in the principle of 
human solidarity.” he added, “but I 
feel and know that ideality alone, 
although indispensable, cannot con- 
stitute a-universal edifice capable 
of resisting the attacks of human 
interests unless those interests are 
regulated by mutual usefulness. 

“Essential economic and finan- 
cial questions. the importance of 


which is growing daily, are unifica-]> 


tion of war loans and federation of 
exchanges, both in relation to the 
future and the unity of monetary 
circulation. Another essential ques- 
tion which needs competent techni- 
cal solution is that of customs, 
since the stronger states helonging 
to a league of nations could hinder 
international traffic, or worse still, 
start a customs war which always 
leads to. political and military 
wars.” 

Former Premier Luzzatti, who 
supported the rights of labor when 
he was premier, said he hoped that 
in the great conference at Paris it 
would he noasible to fix the nrinci- 


ple of laws to protect the workers 
throughout the world. 

The former premier concluded: 

“There must be an end to . 
spectacle of a materialistic society 
which seeks only commercial agree- 
ments guaranteed to bring business 
while neglecting labor. ére must 
be treaties to protect the immortal 
souls of oy tired working claxses.” 


BOLSHEVIK CONGRESS 


BEING URGED BY LENINE 


Stockholm, February 5.—(Special.) 
An exhortation from Premier Lenine 
addressed to all Bolshevik commit- 
tees in Germany, Austria, Poland, 
the Baltic provinces and Finland to 
convoke a communist conference in- 
tended to eclipse both the peace 
conference at Paris and the social- 
ist confetenence at Berne, is pub- 
lished by the Petrograd newspa- 
pers, Le: ne declares that the Bol- 
sheviki alone will have the right 
to take the initiative at the pro- 
posed conference. 


PESTILENCE WORSE 
THAN WORLD WAR 


New York, February 5.—Pestilence 
caused more deaths than war dur- 
ing the year 1918 according to the 
annual report of the New York Life 
Insurance company, made public 
here today. While the death losses 
by the company in 1918 exceeded 
those of the previous year by $5,000,- 
000, it was stated that the actual 
number of deaths was 5 per cent less 
than the expected mortality.
